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INTRODUCTION  TO  READING 

See  and  Do  is  designed  to  make  the  child’s  introduction  to  reading  an 
interesting,  enjoyable,  and  successful  experience  from  his  first  day  at 
school.  This  attractive  picture-story  book  provides  simple  graduated  ex¬ 
ercises  planned  to  stimulate  thinking,  to  develop  imagination,  to  increase 
fluency  in  oral  expression,  and  to  give  practice  in  recognizing  relation¬ 
ships. 

LANGUAGE  DEVELOPMENT 

Through  the  use  of  See  and  Do  the  child  gains  facility  in  relating  per¬ 
sonal  experiences  and  in  interpreting  activities  of  story  book  characters. 
His  vocabulary  is  enlarged  and  enriched.  His  use  of  sentences  is  extended, 
and  his  ability  to  hold  in  mind  a  series  of  related  ideas  is  improved. 

READING  INTERESTS  AND  ATTITUDES 

Delightful  illustrations  of  typical  activities  of  childhood  developed 
around  home,  play,  pets,  toys,  school,  and  the  library,  help  each  child  to 
identify  himself  immediately  with  the  characters  and  situations  portrayed 
in  See  and  Do.  Traditional  rhymes,  story-telling  poems,  and  folk  tales 
that  emphasize  rhythm,  action,  and  humor  are  presented.  Pleasant  as¬ 
sociations  with  books,  and  awareness  of  reading  as  a  useful  and  desirable 
activity  stimulate  a  desire  to  learn  to  read. 

VOCABULARY 

The  vocabulary  of  See  and  Do  introduces  through  conversation  17  of 
the  22  words  that  appear  in  Ned  and  Nancy,  Pre-Primer  I.  Each  word  is 
used  repeatedly  in  association  with  the  pictures  and  exercises.  No  word 
appears  in  print.

Who  are  in  all  the  pic¬ 
tures?  Who  is  in  only  one  picture?  Each  picture  tells  one 
thing  the  kittens  did.  Listen  again  to  the  poem.  Each 
time  you  hear  what  the  kittens  did,  point  to  the  right 
picture.  (Read  slowly,  emphasizing  the  appropriate  sen¬ 
tences.  Have  children  tell  what  each  character  is  saying. 
Let  them  tell  the  complete  story  from  the  pictures. 
Dramatize  the  story.) 

Page  40.  Remembering  details  of  a  story.  Recognizing 
pictures  of  words  that  rhyme.  Name  each  picture.  Draw 
a  line  under  the  pictures  of  things  that  rhyme  with  kit¬ 
tens.

Each  picture  tells  what  took 
place  in  one  part  of  the  story.  Listen  again  to  the  story. 
Look  at  the  first  picture.  (Read  the  adaptation  in  the 
Teaqhers  Guide,  as  children  follow  the  illustrations. 
Pause  between  episodes  to  give  children  time  to  look  at 
the  next  picture.  Later  have  the  children  tell  the  com¬ 
plete  story  from  the  pictures.) 

Page  47.  Association  of  ideas.  Remembering  rhymes  and 
stories.  Look  at  all  of  the  book  covers.  Tell  the  name  of 
each  book.  Draw  a  red  line  under  the  book  you  like  best.
